This responds to your Freedom of Information Aet (FOIA) request made via the Offiee 
of Information Policy FOIAonline Portal and received in this Office on April 12, 2017, in 
which you requested records reflecting communications between the Department of Justice and 
any member of Congress or their office related to eommunieations between Attorney General 
Jeff Sessions and Sergey Kislyak or any other Russian offieial. 

Please be advised that a search has been conducted in the Offiees of the Attorney 
General, Deputy Attorney General, and Legislative Affairs, as well as of the eleetronie 
database of the Departmental Exeeutive Secretariat, which is the official records repository for 
the Offiees of the Attorney General, and Deputy Attorney General, and eertain Office of 
Legislative Affairs reeords, including records of Department correspondenee, and four pages 
of material responsive to your request have been loeated. I have determined that this material 
is appropriate for release with an exeision made pursuant to Exemption 6 of the FOIA, 5 
U.S.C. § 552(b)(6), which pertains to information the release of whieh would eonstitute a 
clearly unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of a third party. 

For your information, Congress exeluded three discrete eategories of law enforcement 
and national seeurity reeords from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552 (2012 & 
Supp V. 2017). This response is limited to those reeords that are subject to the requirements of 
the FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be 
taken as an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist.
